Chemicals are issue 
Plant operations anger southsiders|

Constant fear of envirdmen- 
tal havoc that might be 
wreaked on Innocent citizens 
by three chemical companies 
has not abated on the 
Southside. 

Concerned residents want’ 
the businesses relocated 


because of the poisahous ' 


compounds storedand/or 
produced by their firms. The 
companies are: McKesson 
Chemical Co., 1795 Moler Rd., 
Georgia-Pacific Chemical Co., 
1975 Watkins Rd., and DeSoto 
Manufacturing Co., 2121 New 
World Dr. 

On May 7, Georgia-Pacific 
Corp., accidentally released 
2,000 pounds of phenol- 
formaldehyde into the air, 
causing fear and concern 
about the health safety of peo- 
ple in the area. 


The Southside Community ~ 


Action Association, a group of 
résidents, says it doesn't go 
along with a recent tentative 
agreement between the com- 
pany and the city of Columbus 
Health Department. Spokes- 
persons for the group also say 
they can't understand why citi- 
zens’ participation was 
excluded from the agreement, 
which affects their lives. 

The 11-point agreement 
calls for some remedial actions 
the Georgia-Pacific Corp., 
must take to prevent future 
spills and clean up the resin 
plant. 

Mrs. Roberta Jones-Booth, 
spokesperson for the group, 
told about 200 residents at a 
Sept. 11 meeting that tabora- 
tory findings show that there 
are large amounts of the poi- 
sonous compounds in soll and 
water sampled from several 
locations in the area. 

A toxicologist was to present 
a raport to the group Sept. 26, 
on the hazards of the toxic 
wastes to the health of the 
people. 

In May, 28 people who live 
near the Georgia-Pacific

Corp., filed a class-action law- 
suit in the U.S. District Court, 
charging the firm with negli- 
ence in connection with the 
release of chemicals from the 
plant. 
On Sept. 17, both represen- 
tatives of the Southside United 
Neighbors (SUN), fought 
against the McKesson Chemi- 
cal Co., and the Southside 


Community Action Associa- 
tion, met with city officials and 
asked them not to grant a per- 
mit to DeSoto Manufacturingd 
Co., next door to the Georgia- 
Pacific Corp. 

tn another action, the South- 
side United Neighbors, say 
they don’t want McKesson 
Chemical Co., to expand its 
storage facilities at the Moler 
Rad. site. 

The controversy began, fol- 
lowing McKesson’‘s March 6 
application for a permit from 
the Ohio EPA, to allow storage 
of 110 drums of 21 different 
compounds for up to three 
months, before moving the 
chemicals to New Castle, Ky., 
for recycling. 

When the company came to 
the area 20 years ago, it prom- 
ised to only process industrial 
soap, and now itis belching out 
hazardous waste in the area, 
SUN charge. 

Jackie Pace, spokesperson 
for the group said: “Our drink- 
ing water and soil are contami- 
nated, and the air we breathe is 


polluted.” 

Pace, State Senator Michael 
Schwarzwalder and John 
O'Connor, director of the 
National Campaign Against 
Toxic Hazards, held a news 
conference Monday outside 
McKesson Co. 

O'Connor, who was on a 25- 
state tour across the country, 
said, the fight against hazard- 
ous wastes requires a strong 
neighborhood organization. 
He urged community leaders 
and politicians to join hands 
and come up with a “Right To 
Know" legislation that would 
monitor the exposure of toxic 
substances in places of 
employment, residential areas, 
and inform people of the 
hazards involved. 

Sen. Schwarzwalder, who 
sponsored an amendment to 
HB 576, that would monitor 
hazardous waste facilities in 
Ohio, said the bill will be effec- 
tive Nov. 1. 

“Citizens not only have a 
right to know what's going on,

City health department 
monitors chemical plants

There are 308 hazardous 
waste locations in Franklin 
County, some as small as gas 
stations that handle spent sol- 
vent, according to Michael J. 
Pompili, assistant health 
commissioner for environmen- 
tal health, city of Columbus, 

Pompili reports that there 
are 41 hazardous waste gener- 
ators in Franklin County that 
are exempt from licensing if 
the waste is stored less than 90 
days. 

Hazardous waste is defined 
as such if it is listed in the 
Resource Conservation and 
Recovery Act (RCRA) of 1976 
regulations or exhibits at least 


one of four of the following 
characteristics; ignitability, 
corrosiveness, reactivity (for 
explosiveness) or toxicity. 
The residents of the Marion- 
Franklin area are concerned 
about three chemical plants in 
the neighborhood that store 
hazardous waste. The plants 
are: Georgia Pacific, 1975 Wat- 
kins Rd.; McKesson Chemical, 
1795 E. Moler Rd.; and De Soto, 
Inc., 2121 New World Dr. 
Recent chemical releases 
from one or more of the plants 
have caused neighborhood 
concern and brought the 
Columbus Health Dept., the 
residents, and representatives 
of the chemical plants at tog- 
gerheads. “it is important to 
note,” Pompiil told The CALL & 


POST, that the companies Wwe 
have met with and developed 
agreements with are under no 
obligation to meet with us.” 

He said that they are con- 
trolled by Ohio Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 

Franklin County Commis- 
sioner Fran Ryan said, "As a 
county commissioner, | sup- 
port stronger federal and state 
EPA laws. | have contacted the 
Ohio EPA about the situation.” 

Pompili said that the city 
health department. is some- 
what caught between the 
neighborhood residents, state 
and federal EPA, and the chem- 
ical plants.

Even the 
labor organizations with large 
percentages of Black and other 
minority employees are not 
hiring Black lawyers as legal 
counsels, Barrett said! and 
Jabor arbitrators—the neutrals 
which often decide cases 
between labor and manage- 


ment--"traditionally have been 
old,.white men. We're just 
beginning to see women and 
Blacks crack that field, and 
young folks are stilf un- 
acceptable." 

The reason for this situatic 
is that "the parties choose arbi- 
trators, and until there is a shift 
in the complexion, the age, and 
the sex of the parties, that 
won't change.”

The Harambee, Uhuru pre- 
school is expanding its servi- 
ces to the community with the 
future opening of its myltifa- 
ceted Harambee Development 
Center (HDC).

“Kenneth Barrett is a very

‘Barrett, 39, a Black lawyer 
aud former head of the District 
ot Columbia's Public Employ- 
e@ Relations Board, was 
recently appointed by Ohio's 
Sfate Employee Relations 
Board (SERB) to oversee the 
uhionizing of 600,000 non- 
federal public employees In 
Ghio. Since the PERB in 
Washington has already com- 
mitted to hiring a Black as his 
successor, “that'll make two of 
us" among all the states which 
trave developed mechanisms 
to permit collective bargaining 
for public employees. “There 
just aren't very many Black 
people in labor law and labor 
relations, period. | was lucky.” 

Barrett got his first job in the 
field--after graduation from 
Rutgers Law School and serv- 
ing as a public defender in 
California--when a former law 
school classmate was ap- 
pointed Police Director of 
Newark, N.J., during the

“It's not that Blacks aren't 
interested" in labor relations, 
Barrett argues. “The problem

can't get work.” Barrett is con- 
vinced that a “good-old-boy 


network” dominates labor rela- 
tions, making it difficult for 
even the most enterprising and 
effective Black lawyers to 
penetrate the market.
